Well, here we again with another long delayed issue of Adver¬ 
sity. In a way it seems kind of pointless to print it because everything is so 
dated. But I feel that alot of effort was put into it by all of the contributors 
and alot of good things were said. I know I’ve said this before, but next 
I issue should be out alot sooner than this one was. We’ve got three people 
doing the shitwork now, so that should help things move faster and add to 
the diversity of the zine as a whole. Cheers to Shitface for everything and 
his patience with me. I hope we can work together for a long time to come. 

Over the past months, I’ve been spending alot of time wallowing 
in depression and confusion. I can’t believe how stupid I’ve been for 
wasting so much time. Recently I’ve realized that those feelings are so 
negative and only breed apathy. Maybe this issue could have been out ages 
ago if I had just realized that then. Lately I’ve been guided by positive 
feelings, feelings of love and anger. I realized how much I love life and the 
spirit of freedom and how much I hate anyone or anything that tries to take 
to take them away or control them. Love and anger are positive feelings 
because they must be released, they spark action. Nothing will ever change 
if we let injustices just depress us. 

Although it may seem trivial to most of you, I’m going to talk 
about the divisions in the punk scene. For a while its seemed, to me, that 
this problem was getting better. But lately as, I’ve been traveling around, 
I’m seeing it more than ever. For a movement as small as it is, there sure 
are alot of cliques that divide us. I think that the punk movement could 
really make a change in this world if we could just put our trivial differences 
aside and work together. Who cares if you have a mohawk or dreadlocks? 
Who cares if you’re a vegeterian or a vegan? Who cares if you drink or are 
straight? Punks all have so much in common with one another it’s silly that 
these slight differences could divide us. I guess what I’m trying to say is 
that we should respect each other’s individuality more and still hang out 
together. Because if we only stay in our safe little cliques, nothing will ever 
change. 

My arrest experience a little while ago amplified my hate for this 
system that tries to control our lives. A small group of friend and 1 were 
getting a ride from a party in the back of a pick-up truck . A copper then 
pulled the truck over because it’s “against the law” to carry people in the 
back of pick-up truck. When the cop saw the 40 oz. by my side, he told me 
not to move. Knowing an arrest was soon to follow, my friend Roach and 
I ran over the highway, through bushes, streams, over fences, etc. Just 
when I thought I was safe, the bastard came out of nowhere and cuffed me. 
At least he got some good cuts and scratches from the chase. The following 
three hours getting harassed at the station really sucked. For “punishment” 

I spent 30 hours scrubbing locker room floors at the YMCA all because 
some bastards decided that I shouldn’t be allowed to swill until I reach a 
certain age. Fuck their laws and fuck them. I know that people get fucked- 
with alot worse by pigs everyday, this is just my experience with the 
bastards. Who gives them the right to fuck with us like this?

In my 
opinion, they’re 
one of the best 
bands in the 
world. This in¬ 
terview was done 
with vocalist Bob 
and drummer 
Brian. Questions 
by John and 
Bregans. 

What’s the story behind Dropdead? 

Bob: Well, I put an ad up, these guys answered it and we started off 
as Hellocaust. 

Brian: With a totally different instruments then we all switched. 
Bob: I was playing guitar, Ben was singing. 

Brian: I was playing bass and Lee wasn’t in the band. 

Bob: And it just wasn’t going well. 

Brian: Then one day I took up drums, I’d never played drums before, 
I just took it up. 

Bob: We switched the line-up and it worked really well, and we 
changed the name to Dropdead 

Brian: We practiced a hell of a lot so we wouldn’t embarrass 
ourselves. 

So what have you been doing since you’ve been Dropdead? 

Brian: Altogether we’ve done 40 shows now. 

Bob: We’ve got our first seven inch out and our split eight inch with 
Rupture is coming out, we have a compilation track on an animal 
rights benefit tape coming out with M.D.C. and alot of other bands, we 
have a song on a M.C.R. Japanese compilation CD coming out. 
Brian: Also on Really Stoned Volume One with is the guys from 
Rupture who are doing a compilation L.P. 

What motivates you guys in this band? 

Bob: I pretty much wanted to get a band together just because I think 
punk music is a good outlet to express yourself and express your anger 
and I like the music. So between the two, I think it’s a good outlet to 
deliver an angry message. 


Brian: I think that we’re 
preaching to the converted 
most of the time when we 
play. 

Bob: I think we’re trying to 
educate people, I don’t 
think that we’re really go¬ 
ing to be able to change 
alot. 

So basically, do you think 
that punk has really 
changed anything over the 
years? 

Brian: Just the attitudes of 
many individuals. 

Bob: When I first got into 
punk and discovered bands 
like Crass and Conflict, 
they changed my entire 
outlook toward life. So I 
think punk bands are able to educate people. Bands like that made me 
a vegetarian, I never thought about it before. I started reading the 
information that alot of these bands were packaging and I was like- 
wow, what the fuck, I never knew anything about it. They changed 
my whole lifestyle. That’s why I think maybe we’re not gonna topple 
the government with what we’re going, but if we can change a few 
people’s outlooks on life or educate a few people, it’s worth it to me. 
And have a good time, and play crazy music with our friends, that’s 
all I want to do. 

Brian: Definitely it’s an outlet of aggression, get all your shit out and 
that’s about it. 

Your song “Ignorant” is about Nazi Skins, have you had any run ins 
with them? Is that a problem around here? 

Brian: I got punched in the nose by a Nazi skinhead a couple of years 
back because we used to rag on them to no end, sort of in front of them 
but more behind their backs. 

Bob: We’ve had them at our shows many times but every time I let it 
be known that we’re not gonna tolerate any fascism and if you have 
that kind of ideology, get the fuck out because we’re not gonna deal 
with it. We get alot of nationalist skinheads at our shows who play it 
out like they’re not racist, but I think they’re closet racists and bite 
their tongue when you confront them so there’s nothing I can do short 
physical confrontation and tell them to get the fuck out. So we tolerate 
it even though I know that these kids are bad news. 

Brian: They’ve got their right to free speech but we’d rather not have 
them. 

Bob: I don’t even think they should have the right o free speech when 
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it’s gonna promote violence and fas¬ 
cism. 

Brian: They can say aH their shit like 
they’re the master race as long as they 
don’t go out and kill people, beat 
people up. I don’t give a fuck what 
they do. 

Alot of you’re songs go really hard on 
carnivorous. How do feel about people 
who say “Yeah, I know all that, but I’ll 
eat meat if I want to.’’? 

Bob: If the planet wasn’t in such bad 
shape, as much as I know it’s a mas¬ 
sive holocaust to the animals going 
on, I think I’d be able to handle it a 
little better and say this is this person ’ s 
free choice and they have that right. 

But the fact be known that these people 
are supporting the industry that’s 
cutting down rainforests that take my 
air away, I’m against it. They’re ru¬ 
ining the earth so they can have a burger? That’s just out of control. 
Brian: I had a letter published in the paper which says if people go out 
and hunt for food and it’s not just to hang a little trophy on their wall 
that’s actually way cooler than just going to the store and buying a 
package of hamburger. It takes some sac to kill an animal and do all 
the things to it, if you can do that, you’ve earned it I guess. 

Bob: People don’t see what goes on inside a factory farm and they get 
immune to what’s really going on. Now it’s getting out of control with 
Burger King rakes in the bucks with millions of people going there a 
year. I don’t support hunting at all, but to some degree he’s right. If j 
these people had to go out and kill their food maybe there wouldn’t be 
so many carnivores around. 

Brian: I’m just saying that that’s a notch up from just pure consum¬ 
erism. 

Bob, you’ve been involved in the punk scene for many years. What 
are some of the major changes that you’ve seen over the years? 

Bob: It’s alot less friendly. I’ve been in the punk scene for like 11 
years now and when I used to go to shows people I ’ ve never met would 
just come up to me and say “Hey, what’s up?’’. It was very friendly. 

I don’t know, it sounds hokey, but there was a sense of brotherhood 
or unity. People stuck up for each other, if there was violence going 
on everyone would stop it. If you were in a pit and you fell down, 
they’d pick you up. It was a big mocho fucking punk fest to see who 
looked cooler or acted tougher. 

Brian: The turning point of that would probably be around 87-88. 
Around 85-86, things were dead in Rhode Island, that when me and 
Lee started going to shows, but still everybody was cool. Then all the 
Nazi Skins started popping up around the end of 87. 

Bob: Then the metal scene infultrated the hardcore scene. You could 
see heavy metal kids at hardcore shows just moshing it up and being 
stupid because it’s fast music, not caring about what the message is. 
Most thrash metal stuff these days is almost as fast as regular hardcore, 
but the reason I’m not into that is for the whole message behind punk. 

I think metal is a fairly stupid form of music and real hardcore political 
bands are brilliant and that’s why I got into the whole genre. 

Since you’ve been into the punk scene, you say that things have gone 
| downhill, do you think it’s recouperating now? 

Brian: On the worldwide scene it would seem that there are alot more 
I good bands than there were. 


X Bob: There’s like a flux of new bands that bring back certain things 
like with our band, Deformed, Disrupt, Crossed Out, Rupture. There ’ s 
alot of new real intense bands popping up but it’s just no reassurgence 
" of the old days. I don’t feel like I’m going to change anything 
anymore. When I first got into hardcore I felt like damn, this is the 
music that’s gonna do something. Now people just go to shows to 
/ have a good time and there’s nothing after the show. The kids don’t 
get together to do this, that, or the other thing, go to a protest, help the 
homeless, or do anything like that. It’s just like a scene to see bands 
and that’s it. No other progress is being made besides seeing the 
bands. We’ve gone on anti-racism marches, Washington D.C. to 
protest the war, fuck man, all the punk rock kids from Providence, we 
never see any of those kids at those things. What are you in the punk 
scene for unless your gonna protest something? What are you here 
for, just to play fast? 

Brian: They don’t even play fast. They play that California style 
£ melodic shit, happy-core. 

Bob: We can’t put any of our bands in the same realm as some of those 
D.C. bands we were playing with tonight. I like shows that have a little 
mix in them, I’m not putting those bands down for choosing that style 
of music, but don’t label yourself a punk band because you’re not. 

| What do you think about the Politically Correct movment which is 
turning alot of people off lately for telling them what to do, etc? 
Brian: It’s top preachy for alot of people. I don’t consider myself 
j Politically Correct. 

Bob: That’s a good question. I’m wearing leather boots right now, I’11 
never buy another pair ever. I think it’s a waste to throw these boots 
away. I wouldn’t want someone to come up to me and start bitching 
me out saying “You’re preaching this and that and you shouldn’t be 
I wearing that”. I don’t know how to answer that question honestly. 

What about people who are totally defying the system but say that 
people who are P.C. are trying to control their lives? 

Brian: They’re trying to make people conform to their idea of what’s 
right and wrong and that’s not good. You can’t tell people what to do. 
I think alot of our songs more suggest things. The reason our lyrics 
I are so severe are because there are supposed to be punks at our shows, 
and all punks have heard the big vegeterian thing and they know 
what’s going on for the most part. They either don’t care, or they’re 






















too into sniffing glue, doing P.C.P. and speed and shit. 

Bob: As for the term P.C., I don’t like the label. You believe in what 
you believe in and either you believe in the right things you believe in 
the wrong things. Everyone deep down knows what’s right and wrong 
and anyone who eats an animal, no matter what they want to say, deep 
down in their hearts, they know it’s wrong, that’s it. That’s a P.C. 
thing to say. Or singing about trying to save the planet, you know 
that’s right as well as I do. 

Brian: The P.C. stuff I’m talking about is like instead of calling 
someone short, it’s the “vertically challenged’’ and spelling women 
with a “y” or an “i”. That’s all shit. You’re not gonna be tall if 
someone says it’s something else, you’re not gonna be anymore free 
because somebody spells woman with a “y” instead of an “a”. It’s just 
alot of bogus name games. 

What do you think about all divisions in the punk scene? 

Bob: I don’t know who the fuck invented all these names. 

Brian: Whatever floats you’re boat, but I think that we should be 
somewhat unified. 

Yeah, but if you go into a city, it seems like most of the people don’t 
like each other. 

Brian: Yeah, I heard that alot of people didn’t come to our show in new 
York because it was quote, unquote a crust show or a grind show. I 
don’t consider us a grind band. 

Bob: I think it’s just another label to divide us. If everyone would just 
drop the labels and say I’m a punk and that’s it. I’m not a straight¬ 
edge, a P.C., or whatever the other labels are we’d be better off. All 
of that is just meant to divide people. Sometimes I get this paranoid 
feeling that someone is trying to break up the party if you know what 
I mean because they consider it to be a dangerous form of music. What 
kind of music has more potential to stir up unrest than punk music? 
Brian: Rap. 

Brian: Yeah, I always consider rap to be black punk music in a way. 

Bob, why do you look so pissed off when you guys play live? 

Bob: Because I’m singing about really angry subjects. With that kind 
of energy going on behind me, it’s a real aggressive feeling that I’ve 
got. Most of the people I’m singing to piss me off because they’ve got 
a stupid smirk on their faces and they just don’t fucking get it. 

Brian: Not only don’t they get it, they think we’re funny. 

Bob: But mostly, the lyrics I’m singing and the message I’m trying to 
convey. 

Brian: It’s really cathartic, it’s like a release. 

Randy (Disrupt): How many mike-stands have you broken to date? 
Bob: Enough to get us in trouble too many times. My record was three 
at Babyhead at one show. 

Brian: Yeah, they weren’t happy about that. 

Bob: We almost never played there again. I just went on a smash fest. 
I’m not trying to be a wise guy, or to put on a show for people, but I 
really get pissed off. When you’re singing a song about animals being 
slaughtered and you really have the conviction behind it, you get 
fucking angry. I mean it, I really get pissed off. 

This is the part of the interview where you get to say whatever you 
want. 

Brian: Use your fucking head. Think before you act. Two rights don’t 
make a wrong, but three rights make a left. 

Jay(Disrupt): How about a Disrupt interview? 

Brian: Fuck Disrupt!

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Your song “Born, Fed, Slaughtered” Is about vivisection. Do 
you have any feelings toward any other animal cruelty? 

What do you think of vegitarianism? 

Todd: Of coarse nobody is a big fan of animal cruelty, unless 
they are really warped or persuaded by a big payday if their job 
includes it I guess now that I think about it alot of people on 
this planet are warped individuals and cruelty, no matter how 
hard we try realistically, will continue. People, organizations 
may be able to stop some of it but the pain will continue. There 
are so many different forms, reasons for animal cruelty that it is 
hard to address it I myself try to stay clear of it alltogether 
because I am a meat eater and idiots will come up to me and say 
“How can you be against animal cruelty and eat meat? Doesn’t 
that make you a hypocrite?”. We perform only one song dealing 
with vivisection (which I can be against even though meat is 
delicious) and that song was written by one of the two vegans in 
the band, Jon. Vegetarianism isn’t for me simply because I love 
the taste of meat, was brought up on it and crave it and don’t 
care if people don’t like the fact that I grub it. I don’t condemn 
people for being vegans. To each their own. ____ 


MISERY from Minneapolis seem to be one of 
everyone’s faves lately. They’ve been putting out some great 
vinyl over the past few years. Their debut LP recently came out 
on Intellectual Convulsion Records in France. Here’s an 
interview answered by bassist/vocalist Todd. Questions 
compiled by John and Bregans. 


What’s the present line-up? How long has the band been 
together? 

Todd: The present line-up, hmm Jon Left Running Back, Sid 
Wide Reciever, Gary Left Tackle and Myself Center Field. 
We’ve been together (but not sexually) for about three years 
with this line-up, about four and a half years total. This line-up 
is the best, most productive, and most fun. We are allowed to do 
whatever we want music wise and we all support each other s 
ideas and what the others want to do. That is why we all sing 
and song formats are different. 


Tell us about the L.P. “Production Thru Destruction? 

Todd: The label hasn’t kept us very up to date on how it’s doing, 
how many have been pressed, etc. The last I know of I think 
1600 L.P.s and 500 C.D.s were pressed as the initial pressing 
and the second pressing was underway. Distribution is entirely 
handled by Intellectual Convulsion and Revolver in the U.K. 
Songs, 11 in all, topics including enviommental, police, world 
struggles, vivisection, government, personal politics, etc. All in 
all juicy topics but we are far form politically correct (fuck 
P.C.). Not to sound like an ass but too many rules. Let people 
live the life they want as long as it doesn’t negatively affect 
others. P.C. is a religion of hypocrisy if you really get to some 
of the ones involved. What am I talking about anyway? I 
should stop smoking reefer. 


What do you think of bands in your area? Do you often play 

gigs with DESTROY? 

Todd: I’ve always been accused of being somewhat close 
minded when it comes to music. I only listen to hardcore and 
death metal with an exception here and there. So in my opinion 
about 98% of band in the Twin Cities do not meet my ear’s 
expectations. Everyone wants to sound like HUSKER DU, 
REPLACEMENTS, SOUL ASYLEM, etc. and I don’t care for 
these bands or their sound. Seems like alot of local bands have 
that “Minneapolis” sound that I hate. The only bands that I can 
think of that are still together locally that I like are: NEOMORT, 
DESTROY, SMUT, GAME HENS, to name the very few. We 
I have played with DESTROY on a few occasions - they are cool 
suvs and play good music. DESTROY may be vegans, but they 


How did the last tour go? Where have you played? Any 
tours planned in the future? 

Todd: Eleven people and one dog pulling a trailer in one van - 
that’s how the last tour went, but we had fun! (actually the van 
pulled the trailer) The last tour was quite some time ago was 
quite some time ago, almost 2 years ago, 11/2 something like 
that, east coast - most fun was in New York. Most of the other 
cities hadn’t heard of us, low turnouts - never once were we 
given our measly $150 guarrentee! Always a finacial loss - the 
price to pay for hardcore. We’re not sure where or when we’ll 
tour again, but we will - either West Coast or England in mid 92 
(depending on offers). We’ve been on two East Coast tours, but 
neither of them were too extensive. 


Explain what the song “Production Thru Destruction” is 
about? 

Todd: The Great Schnookums (Jon) write that title track. It’s 
about the rich capitalists pigs we all slave for raping the land to 
expand their empires. ___ 


Are you involved in any outside activities that relate to the 
things you sing about? 

Todd: Other than being alive and having to deal with the bullshit 
day to day, no. I keep pretty busy with what I do do (and dodo 
keeps my ass busy) - boy does that sound stupid...

Wether you want to admit it 
or not, punk is a diminishing breed. I think the few left in each 
scene should bust their ass to get it going again and bring in the 
new generation of youth. I think the death metal movement is 
attracting the majority of the rebelious youth these days and it 
really isn’t a movement, just music with bullshit lyrics. Punk is 
more of a way of life. The new generation needs to be woken 
up and introduced to the punk lifestyle that many enjoyed - to 
know that there is an alternative that is more productive and 
think induced. The strength now can only be found in the old 
die-hards to keep the shit flourishing and reminding people of 
the excitement that can be found. Strength can also be found in 
the new generauon if they use their brain and not treat the 
movement as a fashion or just a reason to be or act stupid.

They have never been reliable at the best of | 
times, but now they get most of their stuff distributed by the money- 
grabbers at Shock who currently (though, hopefully not for much 
longer!) have a stranglehold on the market when it comes to distribu¬ 
tion of underground music in Australia, so they act with contempt I 
towards smaller record stores wanting to stock any music of that 
nature. Anyway, some labels that are worth checking out are Dognrteat | 
who are more oriented towards the Symathy For The Record Industry 
sound, Dominator who release indy-type stuff and Au-Go-Go who | 
release indy/SubPop kind of bands but that’s about all I can name. No j 
death/grind labels as yet (maybe soon??). 

When it comes to zines, you can’t go by the now defunct but I 
truely legendary Buttface. This zine was a real innovator for it’s time. 
Buttface began in 1988 because of an overflow of material from 
Sweden’s Raging Metal zine (to which the editors of Buttface both 
contributed to) but by the end of ’89, upon release of the second issue, 
Buttface came to an end partly because of financial reasons but mainly 
due to one of editors leaving to take up residence in the USA. O.K. 
some zines that are still going are: The Coroners Report- thrash/death, 


God’s Own Music- hardcore, B Side- ii^dy/altemative and a n$w zine 
called Tomb Sludge- death/grind. 

On the music front, there really isn’t enough happening 
here to do a city by city report so instead I’ll just mention each band 
as they come to mind. First up, DEARLY BEHEADED from Sydney, 
are a progressive, technical thrash band who describe themselves as 
a cross between MEKONG DELTA and KREATOR, they have just 
released a demo entitled “Bent”. MASS APPEAL, previously 
Australia’s #1 hardcore thrashers and a fantastic live act, well, now 
upon the release of their latest LP “The Mechanic” they’re incorpo¬ 
rating a disco/groove/funk vibe-type-thing into their sound 
Hmmmmmm.... out on Waterfront in this country I think. Also from 
Sydney are power popstars the HARDONS and thrash rockers MOR¬ 
TAL SIN. Twisted heavy death/doom is the best way to describe 
Melbourne’s DISEMBOWLMENT. They don’t chum out that Sa¬ 
tanic bullshit, and they could have a 7" coming out on Distorted 
Harmony in Mexico. MORTIFICATION (formally LIGHT FORCE) 
play white/death metal, cool!! MORTIFICATION have an LP 
available on the US label Intense which you gotta check out!! Then 
there’s BROKENHEAD who are experts in the art of grunging 
feedback mayhem, it’s difficult to describe the kind of powerful sound 
this band produces when playing live except to say they are over¬ 
whelming. Speaking of playing live, HACK is an extreme industrial 
grunge sonic assault unit who, when witnessed in the flesh, invent a 
whole new style of music which is compelling and awe inspiring. 
After seeing them live, some months later I heard HACK’S LP “The 
Rotton World Around Us” (on Waterfront) and found it totally lacked 
the power that they’re capable of producing and the overall sound of 
the LP was disappointing but if they can ever capture the intense sound 
they ’re capable of then watch out!!! The same could be said about the 
female-led distorted/reverb/thrash attack of THE TWENETY SEC¬ 
OND SECT who were a great prospect live but failed to deliver the 
goods, so to speak, in a live situation. Meanwhile, GOREMASS are 
an excellent death/grind band who have a few rehearsals available 
and, finally, FRIDGE are a band from Hobart who have relocated to 
Melbourne to perform their own brand of organic/STOOGES/metal 
blurr. 

O.K., that’s it, sorry there wasn’t more to report on, the rest 
are cover bands but things should begin to explode down here over the 
next year. Oh yes, before I go I should mention the most excellently 
hip distribution service run by me... Ha Ha. Yes, it’s true, anyone who 
wants their stuff distributed in Australia (especially vinyl) send a 
sample copy if possible along with information and a nice letter, 
although the nice letter bit is optional. Also I’d like to get in contact 
with anyone interested in trading vhs/pal videos. Please no unoriginal 
satanic scene trenders!!!
